Dimmitt, Tex., March 14, ’05. 
Editor Bryan Eagle. 

I 
think our three years’ drouth is at 
last broken up. 
We have had a 
very cold, wet winter. 
Snow lay 
on the ground twenty-three days 
at one time, but loss in stock was 
very light on this part of the 
plains. 
But down on the south 
part of the plains, where it rained 
and froze on the stock, their losses 
I were heavy. C. C. Slaughter, I am 
informed, lost about 500 cattle. 
We are having too mnch rain 
here now for stock, though it is 
warm, but it is causing stock of 
all kinds to shrink. 
Seems to be 
harder on sheep than other stock. 
Farming is getting quite a back­ 
set on account of so much rain and 
enow. 
The fields are so wet one 
can’t plow at all. 
Our people in this county are 
going t i plant a large acreage in 
oats, if the ground gets dry in 
time.

We have a colony of prosperous 
German farmers in the eastern 
part of Castro county who are 
doing a great deal toward develop­ 
ing this country.

town laid out named “Nazareth;” 
they have a good church building, 
also a blacksmith shop, and a 
store building. 
As soon as com­ 
pleted this store building will be 
filled with a stock of general mer­ 
chandise. 
In conversation with 
one of their leading citizens I was 
told that they were going into the 
broom corn business on a large 
scale. 
They have part of the ma­ 
chinery on the ground with which 
to build a broom factory, and ex­ 
pect to utilize product at home.
